to  extend  special  livestock  loans,  and  for  other  purposes,  having  con¬ 
sidered  the  same,  report  favorably  thereon  without  amendment  and 
recommend  that  the  bill  do  pass. 

statement 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  extend  for  2  years  (through  July  14, 
1961)  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  extend  or  make 
supplementary  advances  in  connection  with  special  livestock  loans 
which  have  been  made  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  what  is  generally 
referred  to  as  “Public  Law  38,  81st  Congress,”  the  act  providing  for 
various  types  of  disaster  and  emergency  loans. 

The  authority  to  make  these  special  livestock  loans  provided  by 
section  2  (c)  of  the  act  has  already  expired  and  is  not  reinstated  by 
this  bill.  The  bill  would  affect  only  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  to 
make  supplemental  advances  or  renewals  of  existing  loans  in  order  to 
more  effectively  protect  the  Government’s  interest.  It  would  not 
permit  the  making  of  any  new  loans. 

DEPARTMENTAL  APPROVAL 

At  the  time  the  bill  was  reported  by  the  committee,  a  favorable 
report  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  was  awaiting  clearance 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  favorable 
report  will  have  been  received  by  the  time  the  bill  is  brought  to  the 
floor  of  the  House  for  action.

Experience  has  shown  that  a  combina¬ 
tion  of  both  confinement  and  probation 
is  often  desirable.  A /period  in  prison 
impresses  on  the  prisoner  the  fact  that 
the  law  is  not  broKen  with  impunity. 
Probation,  on  the  tfther  hand,  affords  the 
supervision  and  guidance  which  so  often 
can  lead  to  rehabilitation.

The  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  Forestry,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  bill  (H.  R.  11424)  to  extend  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  to  extend  special  livestock  loans,  and  for  other  purposes, 
having  considered  the  same,  report  thereon  with  a  recommendation 
that  it  do  pass  with  an  amendment. 

This  bill  extends  the  authority  to  make  supplementary  advances  on 
special  livestock  loans  for  2  years,  until  July  14,  1961.  The  authority 
to  make  new  loans  expired  July  14,  1957,  and  the  authority  to  make 
supplementary  advances  to  existing  borrowers  will  expire  July  14, 
1959,  unless  extended  by  the  bill.  As  of  December  31,  1957,  there 
were  about  1,200  active  borrowers.  Because  of  prolonged  drought 
some  of  these  borrowers  will  require  supplementary  advances  after 
July  14,  1959,  in  order  to  work  out  of  their  indebtedness. 

The  committee  amendment  corrects  the  citation  to  the  act  being 
amended  by  the  bill. 

The  reports  of  the  House  Committee  on  Agriculture  and  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  favoring  enactment  of  the  bill  are  attached.

STATEMENT 

Tlie  purpose  of  this  hill  is  to  extend  for  2  years  (through  July  14, 
1961)  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  extend  or  make 
supplementary  advances  in  connection  with  special  livestock  loans 
which  have  been  made  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  what  is  generally 
referred  to  as  “Public  Law  38,  81st  Congress,”  the  act  providing  for 
various  types  of  disaster  and  emergency  loans. 

The  authority  to  make  these  special  livestock  loans  provided  by 
section  2  (c)  of  the  act  has  already  expired  and  is  not  reinstated  by 
this  bill.  The  bill  would  affect  onty  the  authority  of  the  Secretary  to 
make  supplemental  advances  or  renewals  of  existing  loans  in  order  to 
more  effectively  protect  the  Government’s  interest.  It  would  not 
permit  the  making  of  any  new  loans. 

DEPARTMENTAL  APPROVAL 

At  the  time  the  bill  was  reported  by  the  committee,  a  favorable  ✓ 
report  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture  was  awaiting  clearance 
by  the  Bureau  of  the  Budget.  It  is  anticipated  that  this  favorable 
report  will  have  been  received  by  the  time  the  bill  is  brought  to  the 
floor  of  the  House  for  action.

Dear  Congressman  Cooley:  This  is  in  reply  to  your  request  of 
March  21,  1958,  for  a  report  on  H.  R.  11424,  a  bili  to  extend  the 
authority  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  extend  special  livestock 
loans,  and  for  other  purposes. 

The  Department  recommends  enactment  of  the  proposed  bill. 
The  Department  submitted  a  recommendation  to  the  Congress  on 
March  5,  1957,  to  extend  the  authority  to  make  initial  special  live¬ 
stock  loans  to  June  30,  1960,  and  to  extend  indefinitely  the  authority 
to  make  supplemental  advances  to  present  special  livestock  loan 
borrowers.  However,  H.  R.  11424  is  more  in  line  with  present  needs. 

H.  R.  11424  would  authorize  the  Secretary  to  make  additional 
special  livestock  loans  through  July  14,  1961,  to  livestock  operators 
still  indebted  for  special  livestock  loans  previously  made.  Under 
existing  authority,  no  such  loans  could  be  made  after  July  14,  1959. 

As  of  December  31,  1957,  approximately  1,400  borrowers  were 
indebted  for  special  livestock  loans.  About  1,200  of  these  are  classi¬ 
fied  as  active  and  some  will  need  additional  loans.  A  large  number  of 
these  borrowers  operate  in  areas  where  prolonged  drought  conditions, 
as  well  as  depressed  cattle  prices,  contributed  to  the  need  for  this 
type  of  loan.  These  conditions  made  it  necessary  for  most  livestock 
operators  to  reduce  their  herds.  Later,  special  livestock  loans  were 
made  in  some  instances  for  restocking  purposes.  Several  years  would 
be  required  for  the  repayment  of  loans  for  this  purpose  even  under 
normal  conditions.  Other  loans  were  made  solely  to  meet  current 
operating  expenses,  but  during  the  drought  years  the  borrowers  were 
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unable  to  retire  tlieir  loans  on  schedule.  For  these  reasons,  it  is 
expected  that  a  substantial  number  will  be  unable  to  repay  or  refinance 
their  special  livestock  loans  by  July  14,  1959,  and  return  to  other 
sources  of  credit  for  their  operating  needs.  These  supplemental  ad¬ 
vances  will  aid  in  the  collection  of  balances  due  on  these  outstanding 
loans. 

The  citation  of  “(12  U.  S.  C.  114-8a  (c))”  in  line  4,  page  1,  of  the 
bill  should  be  “(12  U.  S.  C.  1148a-2(c)).” 

The  enactment  of  the  proposed  legislation  would  not  require  an 
additional  appropriation  as  special  livestock  loans  are  made  from  the 
disaster  loan  revolving  fund  that  is  already  established. 

The  Bureau  of  the  Budget  advises  that  there  is  no  objection  to  the 
submission  of  this  report.

The  loans  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate  of  5  per  centum  per 
annum  and  shall  be  made  on  such  other  terms  and  conditions  as  the 
Secretary  shall  prescribe.  The  loans  shall  be  subject  to  approval  by 
a  special  committee  appointed  by  the  Secretary  to  serve  for  the  par¬ 
ticular  area  as  determined  by  the  Secretary.  Loans  exceeding  $50,000 
shall  also  be  approved  by  the  Secretary.  The  committee  shall  consist 
of  at  least  three  members  appointed  by  the  Secretary  from  local  per¬ 
sons  having  recognized  knowledge  of  the  livestock  industry.  The 
committee  shall  perform  such  additional  functions  under  this  Act, 
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including  general  direction  of  the  servicing  of  the  loans,  as  the  Secre¬ 
tary  may  prescribe.  The  members  shall  serve  at  such  compensation 
as  the  Secretary  shall  determine  not  exceeding  $25  for  each  day  spent 
on  the  work  of  the  committee  and  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  trans¬ 
portation  costs  and  per  diem  in  accordance  with  standard  Government 
travel  regulations.

Thy  committee  report  snHws  that  the 
allowance  made  to  owners\mder  the 
anrended  provisions  of  the  bill\s  unusu¬ 
ally  generous — as  I  believe  to  be  the  case. 
/  For  the  information  of  the  Senate,  the 
committee  has  very  carefully  studied 
this  subject,  and  has  found — whjcK  I 
know  to  be  true — that  all  the  conserve* 
tion  groups  in  the  country  are  agreeable1* 
to  the  passage  of  the  bill,  even  though, 
as  an  unprecedented  thing,  it  would  per¬ 
mit  an  elimination  of  nearly  800,000 
acres  from  the  originally  authorized 
park.

Its 
passage  is  necessary  because  a*limited  num¬ 
ber  >of  tobacco  growers  have  followed  the 
practice  of  selling  a  second  crop  of  inferior 


tobacco — termed  “sucker”  tobacco,  from  the 
same  acreage  allotment  which  had  produced 
a  first  crop  of  tobacco.  The  bill  would  dis¬ 
courage  and,  I  hope,  end  this  practice  by  re¬ 
ducing  the  next  allotment  by  an  amount 
equivalent  to  the  acreage  from  which  more 
than  one  crop  of  tobacco  was  grown  and 
harvested. 

The  bill  has  the  support  of  farm  organiza¬ 
tions  and  tobacco  farmers  themselves.  In 
fact,  I  know  of  no  opposition  to  the  bill. 

Mr.  JOHNSTON  of  South  Carolina. 
Mr.  President,  I  ask  unanimous  consent 
to  have  printed  in  the  Record  a  statement 
regarding  the  bill.

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  discourage 
the  harvesting  and  marketing  of  a  sucker 
crop  by  providing  that  if  in  any  calendar 
year  more  than  one  crop  of  tobacco  is  grown 
from  either  the  same  tobacco  plants  or  dif¬ 
ferent  tobacco  plants  from  the  same  tobacco 
creage,  the  acreage  allotment  /dext  estab¬ 
lished  for  the  farm  shall  be  reduced  by  an 
amount  equivalent  to  the  acreage  from  which 
morerihan  one  crop  of  tobacco  was  grown 
and  harvested.  When  tobacco  is  transplanted 
early  inVthe  spring,  has  favorable  growinj 
condition^  matures  and  is  harvested  earl 
and  favorable  growing  conditions  contufue 
pntil  late  inSthe  fall,  some  farmers  are/able 
to  harvest  a  second  crop  of  tobacco/  from 
the  same  acreage.  This  second  picking  is 
usually  called  a  “riicker  crop.”  Prysr  to  1957 
these  conditions  recurred  only  hs  relatively 
isolated  instances.  NTlie  volume  of  tobacco 
which  was  added  to  the  markac  by  these  two 
crops  was  not  considered  of  any  significance. 

In  1957,  however,  growing  conditions  were 
so  favorable  in  a  large  portion  of  the  burley 
belt  that  a  substantially  larger  acreage  of 
suckers1  was  harvested/  It  has  been  estab¬ 
lished  that  from  5  to  15  million  pounds  of 
burley  suckers  wer/harvested  ami  marketed 
last  year.  This  contributes  to  the  present 
supply  of  burley/ tobacco,  and  will  \e  taken 
into  consideration  in  establishing  maisketing 
quotas  and  ^creage  allotments  for  the\next 
season. 

This  bi/  would  discourage  the  harvesting 
and  marketing  of  a  sucker  crop  by  penalizin' 
the  individual,  rather  than  by  distributing 
the  penalty  among  all  farmers. 


fore  should  also  be  eligible  to  receive  surplus 
foods.  This  bill  would  leave  no  doubt  that 
summer  camps  for  children  which  are  oper¬ 
ated  on  a  nonprofit  basis  have  the  same  sor 
of  eligibility  to  receive  surplus  foods  as yfo 
nonprofit  school  lunch  programs. 

The  Department  reports  that  undercur¬ 
rent  donation  authorities  nonprofit^/chool 
lunch  programs  are  eligible  to  recsflve  sur¬ 
plus  commodities  on  the  basis  o^ihe  total 
number  of  children  eating  in  th^unchroom 
while  nonprofit  institutions  a ve  eligible  to 
receive  such  foods  only  to  tho/extent  of  the 
number  of  needy  persons  served  by  the  ln" 
stitutions.  Nonprofit  sui/mer  camps  for 
children  have  been  obtaining  surplus  foods 
on  the  basis  'of  the  tacal  number  of  chil¬ 
dren  in  the  camp  under  the  assumption 
that  all  of  these  chfldren  were  eligible  by 
virtue  of  their  eligibility  under  the  school 
lunch  program  dufring  the  school  term. 

Since  nonprctfn;  summer  camps  for  chil¬ 
dren  are  not  Specifically  mentioned  in  the 
statutes  and  Since  it  is  questionable  whether 
a  large  number  of  such  camps  can  properly 
be  classed  as  a  summer  extension  of  such 
operations,  it  may  become  necessary  that 
such  cgmps  be  classified  within  the  other  in¬ 
stitutional  category.  This  would  result  in 
sucl/  camps  receiving  surplus  foods  only  to 
th/  extent  that  they  can  demonstrate  that 
eedy  children  are  being  served. 

The  same  children  that  attend  the  schools 
are  in  attendance  at  the  camps.  Many  char¬ 
itable,  welfare,  and  other  social  organiza¬ 
tions  conduct  these  camps,  including  civic 
groups,  4— H  clubs,  YMCA,  YWCA,  Boy  Scouts, 
Girl, Scouts,  etc. 

The  committee  believes  that  nonprofit 
summer  camps  for  hcildren  should  be  treated 
in  the  same  manner  as  nonprofit  school  lunch 
programs.

The  SPEAKER.  The  Chair  recog¬ 
nizes' Uhe  gentleman  from  Texas  [Mr. 
Teague 

Mr.  TEAGUE  of  Texas.  Mr.  Speaker, 
this  bill  increases  the  amount  that  the 
Veter ans’V Administration  may  pay  for 
burial  allowance  for  a  deceased  veteran 
from  $150  t(\$250.  Sections  802  and  803 
of  Public  La-wt  85-56  presently  authorizes 
the  $150  sum.' 

The  benefit  Is  payable  only  to  a  vet¬ 
eran  who  served, during  a  period  of  war; 
or  who  had  beenVlischarged  in  the  serv¬ 
ice  with  a  service-connected  disability; 
or  who  was  receivmg  compensation. 

This  benefit  was\increased  by  Public 
Law  529  of  the  79tl\  Congress  in  1946, 
when  it  was  raised  fiom  $100  to  $150. 
The  .increase  proposed  by  this  bill  simply 
reflects  the  economic  factor  of  life. 

The  Veterans’  Administration  favors 
the  legislation  and  estimates  that  the 
first-year  cost  will  be  $1^,070,000  and 
that  it  will  rise  to  the  cost  of  $17,850,000 
in  1963.  In  addition,  the  increase  in  the 
annual  cost  of  Veterans’  Administration 
contract  burials  is  estimated^  at  $1,- 
200,000. 

Mr.  Speaker,  I  yield  such  tim&  as  he 
may  require  to  the  gentleman  fromJMas- 
sachusetts  [Mr.  Lane]. 

Mr.  LANE.  Mr.  Speaker,  one  of  thdyre- 
wards  of  military  service  is  the  consola¬ 
tion  that  a  veteran  will  not  be  neglected 
even  in  death. 

The  custom  of  providing  a  burial> 
allowance  for  veterans,  while  serving  ay 
practical  purpose,  is  also  another  marj 
of  respect  by  the  Federal  Government  fa 
the  men  and  women  who  were  memb/rs 
of  the  Armed  Forces  during  the  emerg¬ 
ency  of  war  or  who  had  become  disjroled 
in  the  line  of  duty. 

To  me  this  is  a  token  of  our  continuing 
gratitude  for  the  sacrifices  mad/ by  our 
veterans  and  a  reverence  for  th/eir  mem¬ 
ory  from  the  instant  of  deathyon.  That 
is  why  it  is  paid  without /regard  to 
financial  need  and  as  a  partial  contribu¬ 
tion  toward  the  burial  expenses. 

The  Veterans’  Administration,  in 
favoring  this  legislation,  /orrectly  points 
out  the  increased  costs  of  a  casket,  prep¬ 
aration  of  the  body,  uae  of  rolling  stock, 
chapel,  slumber  room / grave  plot,  open¬ 
ing  and  closing  of  /he  grave,  and  the 
concrete  liner  or  intuit  that  is  now  re¬ 
quired  in  many  cen^eteries. 

These  are  stro/g  material  arguments 
in  support  of  th§  bill  to  increase  veter¬ 
ans’  burial  allowances  and  reflects  the 
increased  costaf  of  living  which  pursue  a 
man  even  to  ms  grave. 

But  I  like/o  think  of  this  in  a  spiritual 
vein;  as  a  Symbol  of  the  United  States 
Government’s  participation,  along  with 
membersrof  the  immediate  family,  in  the 
responsibilities  of  caring  for  the  last 
needs  fi  a  loved  one  before  his  remains 
are  consigned  to  the  bosom  of  the  earth. 
As  partners  in  a  clean  burial,  by  the  grace 
of  Gfod,  for  the  veterans  who  served  our 
Nq/ion  with  such  devotion. 

e  Committee  on  Veterans’  Affairs 
^commends  the  passage  of  H.  R.  11801. 
am  sure  that  the  House  will  vote  for 


this  bill  as  proof  of  the  fact  that  we  shal 
never  forget  our  veterans  and  our  respe/t 
for  them  in  death  as  in  life. 

Mr.  TEAGUE  of  Texas.  Mr.  Speaker, 
I  yield  such  time  as  he  may  require  to  the 
gentleman  from  New  York  [Mr.  Jtino], 
the  author  of  the  bill. 

(Mi-.  FINO  asked  and  was  gi^n  per¬ 
mission  to  revise  and  extency  his  re¬ 
marks.) 

Mr.  FINO.  Mr.  Speaker,  the  purpose 
of  this  bill  is  to  increase  f/om  $150  to 
$250  the  maximum  amour/  payable  by 
the  Veterans’  Administration  for  the 
funeral  and  burial  expenses  of  our  de¬ 
ceased  veterans. 

Under  the  present  la/  when  a  veteran 
dies  who,  first,  was  A  veteran  of  any 
war;  second,  had  be/n  discharged  from 
the  service  for  a  service-connected  dis¬ 
ability;  or  third,  was  receiving  disability 
compensation,  therVeterans’  Administra¬ 
tion  may  pay  up  to  $150  to  cover  the 
funeral  and  bi/ial  expenses  of  the  de¬ 
ceased  veterar 

This  benefit  allowance  has  remained 
at  $150  sine/ 1946  although  as  everyone 
knows  all  casts  have  greatly  increased  in 
the  past  LB  years.  As  the  result  of  in¬ 
creased  c/sts,  it  is  most  difficult  to  secure 
contracts  for  complete  burials  within  the 
present^  allowance  of  $150.  As  a  matter 
of  fact,  $150  is  hardly  enough  today  to 
serve/ as  a  downpayment  on  a  decent 
funeral  and  burial.  The  present  allow¬ 
ance  of  $150  has  become  unrealistic, 
lost  of  the  funeral  firms  refuse  to 
Ldertake  burial  contracts  because  it 
:osts  them  more  than  the  present  allow¬ 
ance.  In  many  cases,  the  cemetery  costs 
low  exceed  $100,  leaving  less  than  $50 
cover  the  costs  of  a  casket,  prepara¬ 
tion  of  the  body,  use  of  hearse  or  com¬ 
mon  carrier,  chapel,  slumber  room  and 
services  of  a  clergyman. 

MA  KEATING.  Mr.  Speaker,  will  the 
gentleman  yield? 

Mr.  MNO.  I  yield. 

Mr.  HEATING.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  want 
to  comiriend  the  gentleman  from  New 
York  for  introducing  this  excellent  piece 
of  legislation,  which  is  very  much 
needed.  Wfe  have  been  waiting  to  get 
some  action  with  reference  to  this  prob¬ 
lem  for  a  long  time.  It  deserves  the 
support  of  every  Member  of  Congress. 

(Mr.  KEATING  asked  and  was  given 
permission  to  revise  and  extend  his  re¬ 
marks.) 

Mr.  FINO.  Mr.  ^Speaker,  I  thank  the 
gentleman  from  New  York  for  his  con¬ 
sideration. 

Mr.  Speaker,  it  isYibvious  that  the 
present  allowance  of  3U50  is  most  in¬ 
adequate  to  provide  finpl  burial  for  a 
deceased  veteran. 

By  increasing  this  allowance  to  $250 
as  provided  in  this  bill,  we  wll  be  a  little 
more  realistic  although  $25(\  could  only 
provide  a  modest  burial. 

If  we  increase  this  allowance  to  $250 
we  would  be  helping  to  defrays  part  of 
the  funeral  and  burial  costs  which  are 
usually  borne  by  widows,  children  or 
parents  who  may  have  also  incurreo^hos- 
pital  and  medical  expenses  during  the 
veterans’  last  illnesses. 

This  is  a  good,  meritorious  bill  whildi 
is  justified  by  the  present  conditions  an\ 
circumstances.

Mr.  ALGER.  Mr.  Speaker,  I  take  this 
time  solely  because  I  was  the  lone  dis¬ 
senting  vote  on  the  preceding  vote  on 
the  school  lunch  program.  I  want  to 
make  it  clear  to  my  colleagues  that  I 
recognize  the  need  to  dispose  of  these 
surpluses,  and  I  am  wholeheartedly  for 
schoolchildren  drinking  milk,  but  I  am 
also  wholeheartedly  opposed  to  Uncle 
Sam  being  the  giveaway  middle  man  for 
American  food,  clothing,  or  other  neces¬ 
sities  of  life.  This  is  not  the  role  /i 
Federal  Government. 

By  this  vote,  too,  I  am  protesting  the 
confusion  of  Congress’  intent.  /Origi¬ 
nally  this  school  milk  programs  was  to 
dispose  of  surpluses.  Now  it  is/ontended 
in  tSp  bill  itself  “An  act  to  continue  the 
special  milk  program  for  children  in  the 
interest,  of  improved  /^nutrition  in 
fosterinf^the  consumption  of  fluid  milk 
in  the  scn^ls.  This  adunds  like  a  busi¬ 
ness -ad  fopNdairy  products.  I,  too,  be¬ 
lieve  in  chllcK^n  drinking  milk.  I  do 
not  believe  it  rtobe  the  role  of  Federal 
Government  to  db  the  distributing  agent 
for  milk.  Om/Cm^stitution  does  not  so 
empower  tl \jr  Fedelsal  Government  to 
use  the  taxpayers’  money.  Food  sur¬ 
pluses  wejre  a  wartime*,. emergency,  the 
result  oMionuses  offered  farmers  to  pro¬ 
duce.  /They  overproduce^  more  than 
meeting  the  challenge,  anckso  we  had 
to  dispose  of  the  surpluses.X  Earlier  I 
asked  the  chairman  of  the  Agriculture 
Committee,  “Is  the  primary  purpose  of 
kthis  legislation  to  dispose  of  thV  sur¬ 
plus  stocks  or  provide  food  for  our  Bhil- 
dren.”  His  answer,  “The  primary  pur¬ 
pose  was  to  dispose  of  surplus  material^) 
This  is  a  clear  statement  contradicting^ 
the  bill  and  committee  report  which  says 
“the  primary  purpose  of  the  program  is 
improved  nutrition  fqr  schoolchildren.” 
Then  the  chairman  went  on  to  confuse 
his  answer  by  saying,  “The  real  purpose 
of  course,  has  been  accomplished,  to  im¬ 
prove  the  diet  of  many  thousands  of 
schoolchildren.” 

No  one,  not  even  the  Federal  Gov¬ 
ernment,  is  more  interested  in  the  nutri¬ 
tion  of  our  children,  whether  school  age 
or  not.  Any  food  program  is  a  local 
matter,  not  Federal.  Nor  should  Uncle 
Sam  be  agent  for  the  dairy  industry. 
Therefore,  I  voted  against  making  this 
milk  program  permanent  legislation. 

Mr.  McDONOUGH.  Mr.  Speaker,  the 
bill  just  passed,  S.  3342,  to  extend  the 
special  school  milk  program  to  June 
1961,  is  a  very  beneficial  program  to  pro¬ 
vide  added  nutritional  value  to  our 
schoolchildren’s  daily  diet. 

I  have  supported  this  legislation  on 
every  previous  occasion  when  it  came  to 


the  House  for  action.  I  am  pleaserf  to 
support  it  at  this  time.  -  / 

The  benefits  of  this  bill  are  not  only 
to  our  schoolchildren  but  alsp  to  our 
agricultural  economy,  because  it  pro¬ 
vides  an  excellent  means  /or  the  in¬ 
creased  use  of  fluid  milk. 

The  following  statement  outlines  the 
broad  scope  and  benefit?  which  this  pro¬ 
gram  provides.  Let  mfe  read  this  state¬ 
ment  as  it  appear^/ in  the  committee 
report: 

The  special  milk  Program  was  Initially  au¬ 
thorized  under  the  Agricultural  Act  of  1954 
and  provided  for  the  use  of  $50  million  of 
CCC  funds  for  a  milk  program  In  schools 
for  each  of  /he  fiscal  years  1955  and  1956. 
In  April  19 legislation  was  enacted  to  ex¬ 
tend  the, program  through  1958  and  to  In¬ 
crease  the  authorization  to  $60  million  for 
1956  ahd  $75  million  for  1957  and  1958.  The 
progo^m  was  also  extended  to  include  all. 
nonprofit  nursery  schools,  child-care  centers,, 
settlement  houses,  summer  camps,  and  simi- 
ir  nonprofit  institutions  devoted  to  the  care 
and  training  of  underprivileged  children. 
Subsequent  legislation,  in  July  1956,  removed 
the  reference  to  underprivileged  children., 
The  primary  objective  of  the  program  is  to 
increase  the  consumption  of  fluid  milk  ban 
children  of  school  age  and,  thereby,  he; 
to  reduce  the  movement  of  manufacturer, 
dairy  products  into  CCC  inventories. 

Assistance  is  provided  to  eligible  schools 
and  child-oare  institutions  "in  the  form  of 
reimbursement  payments,  for  milk  con-, 
sumed  by  the  children.  Methods  of  en-. 
couraging  increased  milk  consumption  are 
determined  by  those  who  know  most  about, 
the  opportunities — the  local  school  official, 
or  the  director  of  the  child-care  institution. 
These  local  people  decide  when  and  how  the 
milk  is  to  be  offered  to  children,  and — if 
the  milk  is  sold  as  a  separate  item — what 
price  is  to  be  charged  the  children.  Then, 
the  school  or  child -care  institution  applies 
for  participation  in  the  program. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  has  es¬ 
tablished  the  maximum  amounts  that  may 
be  paid  to  any  participating  school  or  insti¬ 
tution.  Schools  serving  type  A  or  B  meals , 
under  the  national  school  lunch  program 
may  receive  up  to  4  cents  reimbursement 
for  each  half  pint  served  in  excess  of  first 
half  pint  in  a  type  A  or  B  lunch.  All  other 
schools  and  all  child-care  institutions  may 
receive  up  to  3  cents  reimbursement  for  eachui 
half  pint  of  milk  served  to  children. 

If  the  school  or  child-care  institution  ok_ 
fers  milk  to  children  as  a  separately  priced 
item,  maximum  use  of  the  reimbursement 
>ayments  must  be  made  to  reduce  the  price 
milk  to  children.  Within  the  maximum  : 
rates  established  by  the  Department  of  Agri-  , 
culture,  the  amount  of  reimbursement  pro- 
videoywill  depend  upon  the  cost  of  milk  to 
the  school  or  child-care  institution,  the  pro¬ 
posed  seeing  price  to  children,  and  the  cost 
of  handlmg  milk  within  the  school  or  in¬ 
stitution.  Nn  general,  it  is  expected  that 
such  handling  cost  will  not  exceed  1  cent 
per  half  pint. 

Boarding  or  institutional  schools,  summer 
camps,  and  many  child-care  institutions 
usually  do  not  oner  milk  as  a  separately 
priced  item  to  children.  When  such  schools 
and  institutions  applydor  participation,  they 
outline  the  planned  t  methods  and  practices 
by  which  they  intend  to*dncrease  milk  con¬ 
sumption  by  children.  The  schools  and  in¬ 
stitutions  are  then  reimbursed  for  the  cost 
of  the  additional  milk  servedSto  children. 

During  the  first  year  of  operation  a  total 
of  approximately  450  million  half  pints  of 
milk  were  consumed  by  childremun  41,000 
schools  at  a  Federal  expenditure Nof  $17.1 
million.  The  second  year  of  operatiok  there 
were  62.266  schools  participating  in  ttfiich 
$45.8  million  of  Federal  funds  were  expended/
